VENTILATE YOUR HORSE BARN 



Proper Placing of Inlaku bih! Outflow Flues Important. 




Ventilation Is a matter that should 
receive attention In preparing plans 
for stable* and barn*. The health of 
animals depends upon the supply of 
pure air thoy gel when confined In- 
doors In the above Illustration I* 
shown the system adopted In a horse 
barn erected at the Michigan Agrlcul 
tural college. Kor the removal of air 
there are four flues 12 Inches by 21 
Inches, built of shoet-lron. These are 
set into the walls, two on a side and 
run up In pairs, each flue pairing with 
the one opposite It. The flues of a 
pair after passing up Into the mow 
follow up Just under the roof and meet 
under a cupola, unite and extend up 
lnt« Dae cupola half way tu Ita top. 



These flues take the air from Ju*. 
above the foundation wall, but are 
provided with register* Is Inrhea by IX 
Inch.gj Juat below the calling whlcfl 
can be opened when it I* desired to 
remove the warm air from near the 
celling Ten lutakes are provided for 
admitting fresh alt. These are six 
Inches by 23 Inches, are lined with 
• heei iron and each occupies the space 
between the Inner and outer walls and 
two adjacent studs. Kach opens to 
the outside at the bottom and to the 
Inside at the top a* ahown In the 
small diagram to the right or the lllua- 
tration. The opening* should be fixed

KENTUCKY'S RURAL SCHOOLS 
Article I Thtir Needs and Shortcomings

Kentucky Is a ruial state. A great 
majority of our people live in the 
country and the question cf the edu- 
cation which the country boy aud girl 
ahall reoelve is om oi tha highest 
Importance to the comniouwaalth. 

And it la a problem uioet Ilk.* to 
be overlooked. When eiucaors assem- 
ble It Is the college men and the city 
teachers who are at the front. The 
needs of the city schools and the 
proper methods for th lr management 
are more or less promin -ut befo e the 
public. The country school and 
couutry Bchool teachers are out 
sight and 



th" 
of 



Now let us consider what are the 
needs of these country boys and girls. 
They have had a good physical start 
In their country blr b and out -door 
life, but the question Is, where diall 
they get the Ideals of life, the prin- 
ciples of conduct, the inspiration and 
motives of achievement that chad 
fit thera to make the roost of them- 
selves and their families. By the fact 
that they are far from town they may 
be sheltered from many of the temp- 
tations and evils of ci > life. But they 
ar* In sperial need of the awakening 
voice and the guiding hand that shall 
put them In step with the progressive 
forces of the world and make thom 
sharers In the best elements of o.ir 
civilization. We would wish to s°e 
every country home beautified In Its 
surrounding*. Its humble hearth grac- 
ed by a -helf of books and some in- 
strument of music; the man cf the 
house competent tff b« a school trus- 
tee and a Sundny School superinten- 
dent and his wife fit for the rearing 
of children and the hl»gs*d ministra- 
tions of the home and the social cir- 
cle. 

The means of communication between 



the great sources of inspiration and 
the f-ouutry home sho-.ild be opened -p 
aud kept o|»en. The pi st-off ice is a 
great dvlllzer. provided people know- 
how to read and have a taste for 
learning. The church Is the grea'e t re 
source of all. and yet. enfeebled by Its 
divisions and various weaknesses, it 
cannot t>e depended upon alone to 
keep the people In the lines of pro- 
gress The great aud recognized re- 
sources upon which we rely for sup- 
plementing the Influen-e of the home 
and the church. Is the public school. 
And In the rural districts the school- 
house, neglected though It be, is the 
hope of the state. 

We need uottoinpaie our popu'.at on 
to thitt of other atatea, or draw 
the contrast between different PaW 
of Kentucky; the simple fact U, as 
all admit, that our rural school* are 
not what they should be — they have 
not accomplished as yet all that is 
possible for them to accomplish. 
There are too many Instances lu 
which the children >f to-day an- 
growing up with no opportunity to 
reach the great sources ot inspira- 
tion the great motives of right-living 
the great Ideals which would M r 
them to worthy endeavor. And in 
the abrence of good things to Oil Iff 
their minds, their fr-e and vigor- 
ous animal spirits ox ; erflow in fnvo'- 
Ity and too often, posl'lvely wrong- 
doing. When a boy or girl ' goes 
wsong" our Indignation should not 
be inured out upon the offen .er 
alone; the responsibility for that 
wrong-doing must be shared by any 
narent. school teacher, school trus- 
tee, preacher of the gospel, county 
superintendent, college president f-r 
minister who might have done soir.e-

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My FireUss Cooker 
■y JENNIE LESTER HILL 



The name of 'Tireless" cooker is 
a little deceptive Bor there must be 
some fire to do the cooking. But though 
not strictly tireless, it is a great 
help or these hot days as well as a 
great saver of fuel. 

The principle on which a flreleaa 
cooker does its work It 'he same as 
that on which an Ice box keeps the 
ice from melting. The hot food is 
packed around with some mater- 
ial that will not allow the heat to es- 
cape and so cooks by a long, slow, 
steady heat. 

tly tireless cooker U simply sn 
old trunk lined with several thick- 
nesses ot paper pasted in and pack- 
ed tightly with excelsior. In Ihi* 
excelsior are nests, made for the 
cooking vessels, by placing the vessels 
in and packing the excelsior closely 
around them. The resiles ean then | 
lie slipped In and out of these nests 



Any box with a tight-firing lid 
could bn used instead of the trunk, 
snd chopped hay or straw used in- 
stead of the exoelsioi. A iu-'ui<>i, 
stuffed with excelsior Is put ssjgf 
the top of the cooking 
the lid of the 



The cooking v easel a most bsve 
tight-fitting lid'. Tin or grsnlteware 
palts are good for this purpose, or a 
tin coffee can may be used If large 
enough. 

Cereals, meats or anything requir- 
ing a slow, steady heat may be 
cooked In these cookers. 

To cook cereals, boll on a stove fur 
five or ten minutes in the vessel to 
be used in the cooker. Cover tightly 
while still boiling and place In the 
nest at once. Press excelsior around 
it and cover wlt'a cushion, then close 
lid. Leave over night, If for break- 
fajt. or cook about four or five hours 
In the cooker. 

To cook rice, boil in water f..r 
fifteen minutes, then add milk, let 
come to a boll aud place in cooker 
for five hours. Green l>eans should 
boil f o • half hour th-jn be placed in 
the cooker and kept^about (Ive hours. 
Place on stove uncovered for a few- 
minutes before serving to boll down 
the water. • 

i'otatcc: ">hou!d never be oooekd in 
a flreltss cooker as they must be cook- 
ed the whole time In actually boiling 
water.

gage taxation Is one that Kentucky 
should very carefully con»lder In 
most states It has bvou roeogni ••••! 
that to tax mortgages Is to Impose 
double taxvlon. since by the ban rt 
lug of money upon real e.tste no new 
property has been created, but only 
the same property twice Jt has been 
considered, however, thst the stsie '« 
entitled to some revenue from this 
source, and other states have toffi 
the problem by levying a reglstrstlon 
tsx upon m utgages Fnder thl* sys 
tern, when s mortgage I* tiled ft* 
ord it pays a tax of five dollar* on 
each thousand dollar* of the amount 
•eourvd by the mortgage No auh»e 
quent tax is imposed and the entire 
amount of the tax collected goes into 
the stste treasury. 

.Where this »> tem ha* been trlei 
thv result baa been a considerable in 
cresse In the revenue from tsxstlon 
of mortgsge* The system which we 
ere trying In Kentucky, by which the 
county cleik is required to make a 
correct return to the assessor of all 
mortgage* give* very little chance 
for any mortgage* to escape taxstloa 
so thst to sdopt In Kentucky the sy* 
tem of a reglrtratlon tax on mort 
gag-* would not be productive of 
more rewnue, and might possibly be 
productive of less; but It Is question 
abl« whether the iiigbt additional rev 
enuw derived from the«e mortgsge 
mskes up for the injustice done to the 
borrower* of money. It I* not con 
sble that a man will lend money at & 
or ti per crnt. and then pay from IH 
to 3 per cent In the way of tax. and 
yet It would amount to this In > 
many of our Kentucky clthia and 
town*. Rsther than do so. since he 
rsu not now, uader tha law.svold dis- 
closing his possession of the mo i 
gsge. tha lender will simply r 
from the money lending market 
The.,, restriction* curtail the ajaowal 
of money that will he loaned on mo" 
gagen and result in s hsrdshlp to bor 
rower* It should he remembered, 
also, thst the borrowers aBeet».| In 
this ca»e are or the wry beet class - 
rsrmers win need to rsl*e money on 
their isnns men of small means who 
desire to barrow money to build 
home*, as well as men »h > plelge 
real Swtgwa to sld them Id extenaive 
building or In Insttlal operation* The 
possibility of borrowing thp money 
they ne»-d rrom prlvste *ourre* hss 
slway* been of great advantage to 
people of these classes, especielly In 
■mall town* and elth** where the- • 
are not so many trust companies mtk 
lag loans The lender might Man* 
tho burden of the tax If he were at 
lowed to add that amount to his rate 
or Interest, but he Is loaded off In 
that direction by the usury laws In 
msny castes he tske* ebance* on thl* 
point snd by various devices will con 
trive to collect from the borrowei 
some evtr* premium by wsy of offs-t 
to the tax he mutt pay on the mor- 
gsge In this way tha burden falls 
direct on t!>e borrower and must in

It Is not to be *uppo*ed that them 
will be any opposition to lire tax on 
mortgages on the part of corporstlons 
which have money to lend, since, by 
lew. banks and trust companies are 
not »pecincally taxad on their mort 
gage loans Hut any hanker dislikes to 
see anything done that restrict* th- 
amount or available capital In the 
state, ror such restriction or avallahle 
capital means restriction or busl 
nees. restriction of sll form* 
or progress that mske the stsie 
more prosperous. Experience hss up 
to this lime, demonstrated that the 
only beneficiaries of the atfmpt to 
rigidly Ux mortgages are the foreign 
Insursnce companies, which come Into 
the state and lend their money ami 
being resident In other state*, do not 
have to pay a tax on their mortgages 

The same reglntratloii tax wher» N 
has bevn adopted Is applied to th- 
mortgsge* Pled by railroad and ot', > 
corporations. This Is proving a more 
nffectlve way of taxing bond* than M 
take the chance of Individual bolder- 
being willing to give them In ror tax- 
ation, which they generally latl to do. 
In view or the fact that the bonds 
rately pay motv than I to 10 per cent, 
and three fifths to three fourths nf 
this weuld have to be given up to the 
Ux gatherer If the bonds are listed 
with the assessor. And men wll! not 
willingly BUhmlt to confiscation 

The subject or Uxlng credits Is one 
of the most difficult in the realm ,->f 
taxation, and It Is a field where mis 
takeg are mogt costly, because It Is 
the taxation of this form of property 
that drives capital from the com- 
munity, and to drive capital from the 
community means tha curtailment cf 
all the enterprise* Uiat build up the

O , and after a short service on a lit 
erary weekly, he In l*M Itecnmr con 
nected with tbe Cincinnati Commer- 
rial. In which he secured a small lu 
terest a year later, becoming thief 
owner In l»«o. Nearl> .'0 war* later 
his paper was consolidated with the 
tlasette and he was editor In chief of 
the combined newspaper "i" 11 years 
afterwarda when another consolidation 
waa effected, new ownera actmlng 
control. 

For a time he waa -dltor of the 
Brooklyn Standard t'nlon and during 
the laat ten years he hue figured 
largely as a magazine aud special 
newatiaper writer, beaides lasulng a 
number of books on current matters of 
historical Interest In the civil wur 
Mr Halstead personally reported tnnuv 
battles, being rated as a war eorre 
spondeut of the first-class, and later 
In the Franco-Oeriuan war and SaW 
In the Spanish American war he added 
to his reputation a that line 

For 50 years he attended snd re 
ported all Republican national con 
ventlon* and In 1 *t'.o he was the only 
newspaper man who repotted all the 
varied political conventions of that 
year.

!*• beneficial * But before we can learn tin 
effect of smoking on health, we Jwiild know 
that tobacco, which is t las**) as a narcotic 
is a stimulant in small doses. This fact 
though well known to physiologist*, ia noi 
so well known to the laity, and - usualh 
tpiite misapprehended <>r ignored bv |*>pulai 
writer* or. alcohol ami tobano. 
Ilr. John H. (Jriecom antl others who haw them*clw'* 'teen j«e. uliar 
ly susceptible to tobacco have declared that it depressed the digestire, cir- 
culating ami ni us» ula r powers. But this is true only when n m Indulge* 
it to excess. V.e have the authority of .John Fiske, M. A.. 1. 1.. B.. fin 
saying that nsreotic*. moderately u*cd, "instead of lowering nutrition 
will raise it; instead of paralyzing, they will invigorate. Taken in a stun 
nlant dose, tohaccti is not only not a producer, it is an averter, of paraly- 
sis. It is not only not a |>oi*on, but it is a healthful, rcpurntorv -tiinulu*.' 
The effect of any narcotic dnSBaSVl u|» n the amount of the dose, a smal 
dose having a directly opposite effec t to that of a large do«e. But ifialj 
victuals vary, some being narcotized by an amount that would stiuiufati 
Other*. 

If one smokes it is important that he should avoid excess. The enh 
of cigarette smoking arise from the fact that cigarette tobacco is mild 
Therefore nearly all cigarette smokers inhale unci are coii4i-t|iicntlv mm I 
more quickly narcotized than are tliox- who art content to draw the stnoki 
merely into their mouths.

Certainly tin re are some persons whe 
are peculiarly susceptible to tobacco, ami these would better not use it s 
all. Mothers csn take comparatively large quantities with little risk o 
narcosis. I»r. I'arr would smoke '^0 pi|H-s in a single ew-ning. The tllus 
trinu* Hobbc* sat always wrapped in dense clouds of smoke while writing 
gnd yet managed to attain the ripe age of 9'i, A list of the gnat mei 
who have I >een smokers woi d lie very long.

tion of prepsred material. -I. By increasing the nutrition of the bran 
snd spinal con' it alleviate* abnormal wakefulness 
and tremor. So fur from its being true that tobacco 
users are htm lieulthv than other men, the reverse 
seems to the case. This, however, may l>e due part- 
ly to the fsct thai men who cannot endure tobacco 
ha'c naturally delicate t (institutions and weak resist- 
ive power.

The formal transfer of the war de- 
partment from the administration of 
Secretary Taft lo that of Secretary 
Luke E Wright, his successor, did 
not take place until Wednesday, but 
the work of ihe department was
